When several Republicans raised the 
threat of veto, Rep. W R. Poage, D- 
Tex., chairman of the Agriculture 
Committee and chief advocate of the 
bill, responded in House debate: “ Let 
him crack his whip!”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Fifteen 
cars of a Norfolk and Western freight 
train derailed Wednesday scattering 
200 tons of coke along the railroad bed 
on the outskirts of the village of Lock­ 
bourne, south of here.

B E L F A S T (A P) — Five more per­ 
sons were killed in Belfast as gun 
battles, bombing, rioting and arson 
raged across the capital of Northern 
Ireland. 
The victims Wednesday night in­ 
cluded a fireman shot by a sniper, a 
youngster 
murdered 
by 
an 
assassination 
squad 
and 
three 
Protestant guerrillas killed in a 
shootout with the British army. The 
confirmed death toll in 3% years of 
religious warfare rose to 717. 
Rioting was widespread; at one time 
every available fire engine in Belfast 
was at work; and the army was under 
fire from both sides. 
“ We have lost count of the number of 
homes and shops bombed and burned,’’ 
a police spokesman said during the 
evening. 
Roman Catholic homes also were 
burned in at least three other towns. 
Protestant 
hoodlums 
roaming 
in 
packs called Tartan Gangs desecrated 
a Roman Catholic church in Belfast 
and started to smash up the home of the 


parish priest, but the army drove them 
off with a barrage of rubber bullets. 


Other Tartans set fire to another 
Catholic church and besieged a convent 
school for m entally handicapped 
children. The 25 children were getting 
ready for bed when a hail of rocks and 
bottles smashed the dormitory win­ 
dows. One of the nuns took the children 
downstairs and led them in a round of 
songs to take their minds off the 
rioting. But the barrage shattered the 
stained glass windows of the tiny 
chapel. 


Again the army drove the mob off 
with rubber bullets. 
Dozens of others were injured during 
the day, including two men treated for 
sword wounds, hospitals reported. No 
details on that were available.

A cease-fire for Northern Ireland? 


The story goes that Izzy Stone, who 
used to publish his own l.F . Stone s 
Weekly and now contributes to the New 
Left-oriented New York Review of 
Bodes, recently cornered conservative 
editor Bill Buckley and invited him to 
m ake a mutual pilgrim age to the 
wailing wall. 
“ Bill," he has been quoted as saying, 
“we’ve been betrayed, you by Nixon, 
me by Mao Tse-tung 
Mr. Buckley assures m e the story is 
ap o cry p h al, but th e a ttitu d e s it 
illustrates are real. What has happened 
is that the Nixon-Kissinger team , by 
arranging a Big-Power com prom ise 
over Indochina, has jolted the hopes of 
both Left and Right of winning a clear­ 
cut victory in a struggle that is bound to 
continue in a clandestine way. 
Whether President Nixon and Henry 
Kissinger have been wise will not be 
known for some tim e to come. To enlist 
Mao-Tse-tung and Brezhev in a com ­ 
mon enterprise of establishing a cease­ 
fire in V ietnam . Nixon has had to 
commit him self to bailing out both of 
the great Com munist powers in their 
present predicam ents. 
The Russians are getting absolutely 
essential supplies of wheat from the 
U.S.; Peking has been reassured that 
W ashington will throw its diplom atic 
and economic weight into the scales to 
keep the Soviets from m aking a pre­ 
em ptive strike at Red Chinese atom ic 
installations in inner Asia. The Nixon 


largesse m eans that both the Soviet 
and Red Chinese governm ents will 
survive, possibly to grow sufficiently 
arrogant again to confront us to our 
m ortal peril in the early Nineteen 
Eighties. 
WELL, the Eighties are a long way 
off. and. as John M aynard Keynes once 
said, “ in the long run we are all dead." 
The w ar-w eary A m erican people, 
wishing to live in the present, have 
forced the surcease today no m atter 
what it may portend for the next 
g en eratio n . Now th a t th e Nixon- 
Kissinger team has chosen to m ake the 
best of the situation, compelling the 
Communists to dam p down at least one 
“ war of liberation, ’ why not squeeze 
some extra drops out of the bittersw eet 
fruitO There is the guerrilla w ar in 
Northern Ireland, for example. Surely 
the British would welcome U.S. help in 
keeping 
Soviet-made 
rockets 
from 
reaching the Irish Republican Army 
(IRA) underground revolutionaries in 
bloody Ulster. 
If a surveillance team can police the 
am ount 
of 
m iliary 
re p la cem e n t 
eq u ip m en t re a c h in g Indochina by 
devious jungle routes, it would surely 
be a much easier m atter to dry up arm s 
going to IRA terrorists. Britain and 
America control all the sea lanes 
leading to Ireland, and the Jack Lynch 
government in Dublin is tired of gun 
running and bloodshed along its Ulster 
border. If the Soviets want U.S. grain 


and U.S. oil-and-gascapital equipm ent, 
an extended quid pro quo could be a 
m oratorium on those arm s going to the 
IRA. 
THE ATTEMPT to unify Northern 
and Southern Ireland by force was 
alw ays idiotic, for, no m atter how bad 
the terror, the com m itm ent of the great 
middle to the basic bourgeois virtues of 
m aking a living was too powerful to 
yield to the em battled gunmen of the 
two extrem es. In spite of all the 
violence of the past three years, U lster 
has continued to grow economically. 
Export sales for 1971 rose from $1.86 
billion to $2.1 billion, an increase of 13 
per cent over the previous year. The 
.A m erican 
and o th er foreign 
in­ 
vestm ent in U lster has continued to 
expand; it was $300 million in 1966 and 
it is $550 million today. 
W hatever the strife in the streets, 
there has been peace on the factory 
floor. 
The Belfast shipyards have 
recently received $25 million in orders 
from Norway for bulk cargo carriers. 
So it has been business as usual in the 
bread-and-butter areas of U lster life. 
Nixon and Kissinger have m ade a 
good beginning toward liquidating the 
Maoist-Che Guevara world guerilla 
m ovem ent.

The sudden, heart-breaking death of 
Lyndon Johnson carries a very per­ 
sonal poignancy for black people. Not 
since A braham Lincoln has a President 
contributed so much to the struggle for 
racial equality. 
Im portant as they were, the ac­ 
c o m p lish m e n ts 
of 
P re sid e n ts 
Roosevelt and Trum an pale beside 
those of Johnson. And where John 
Kennedy recognized the validity of our 
struggle, Lyndon Johnson em braced it, 
m ade it his own. 
Ironically, Johnson was a Southerner 
and w as initially chosen 
as Vice 
President to win Southern votes. Yet he 
never failed black people. Like H arry 
Trum an, 
his 
origins 
w ere am ong 
working people. He always enjoyed the 
trust and support of working people, 
even in his early days as a Texas 
congressm an when his 
basic con­ 
stituency w as the M exican-Am ericans 
in his district. 
His 
C ab in et, 
th e 
finest 
e v e r 
assem bled, included the first Negro of 
Cabinet rank, R obert W eaver. His 
appointm ents to the Suprem e Court 
were uniform ly progressive and in­ 
cluded the first b lack , T hurgood 
M arshall. And, in his selection of 
Hubert H um phrey as Vice President, 
he chose the one m an who throughout 
his political life had been the most 
closely identified with civil rights when 
other, less controversial figures were 
available. 


IT IS in his civil rights legialation 
that the Johnson legacy is most en­ 
during and indispensable. Yet even 
here his detractors often accuse him of 
achieving no m ore than the fulfillment 
of the Kennedy program . 
And while it is true that som e G reat 
Society 
legislation represented an 
extension 
of 
those 
program s 
for­ 
m u lated 
d u rin g 
K en n ed y ’s 
Ad­ 
m inistration, it is also true that Lyndon 
Johnson’s vision extended well past the 
New Frontier. 
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His successes w ere often the result of 
his political skills. Johnson was able, 
perhaps m ore successfully than any 
other President, to fashion an alliance 
between those sharing common in­ 
terests and common principles. And he 
did it not by appealing to fear, but by 
an ennobling cam paign which evoked a 
national sense of mission to correct 
centuries of racial wrongs and respond 
to the plight of the im poverished. 
He perceived that it was not enough 
to guarantee m inorities the right to 
purchase a home or eat in a restaurant 
unless the im m ense economic gulf 
between black and white closed. This 
realization produced the fundam ental 
G reat Society program s, an agenda to 
m ake jobs plentiful, housing affordable 
and education attainable.

YET the tragedy of Lyndon Johnson, 
if there is such a thing, is that his 
rem arkable successes are passed over 
while the failures are magnified. For 
the m ost essential point about Lyndon 
Johnson, a point so often m issed, is that 
he never lost the will to bring about 
social progress. Even during tim es of 
shattering social convulsion his vision 
rem ained steady, while those of his 
critics so often faltered. 


Som e h av e su g g ested th a t the 
Vietnam ese War obscured Johnson’s 
social initiatives. I cannot disagree 
m ore strongly. Four Presidents — 
Eisenhow er, Kennedy, Johnson and 
Nixon — have supported intervention 
in Southeast Asia: if blam e m ust be 
placed, all should share in it. 
Nor can we forget that m any of those 
who hold Johnson’s foreign policies 
responsible for dom estic shortcom ings 
have 
long 
since abandoned the 
struggle for racial justice for other, 
less complex, less painful causes. 


Lyndon Johnson never surrendered 
to reaction, even when urban turm oil 
cost him desperately needed support. 
That is why we grieved when he left the 
White House, for we recognized that we 
m ight never again experience his rare 
quality of leadership. Now, for the 
sam e reason, we mourn his passing, a 
death which robs our nation of a m an of 
unquestioned stature and the black 
people of a trusted friend and ally.

CHARLESTON, W Va. (AP) — The 
growing need for energy should greatly 
boost the demand for coal, industry 
officials say, but rising costs and en­ 
vironmental regulations are ham ­ 
pering the process. 


Charles T. Jones, vice president of 
Amherst Coal Co., says coal demand is 
expected by some to double over the 
next 15 years. Because of the energy 
crisis and the growing need for fuel, he 
says, "I can’t help but be a little op­ 
timistic.” 
However, Jones and other industry 
officials said at a news conference 
Wednesday, much of the nation’s coal 
may 
be 
virtually 
outlawed 
if 
technology is not available to meet 1975 
pollution standards, and labor and 
regulatory costs are driving the cost of 


mining up, reducing American coal’s 
competitiveness in the world markets. 
L. James Huegel, executive vice 
president of Consolidation Coal Co., 
said that if technology to meet 1975 
sulphur oxide standards is not ready to 
go on time, 41 per cent of Con­ 
solidation’s northern West Virginia 
producton (some 32 million tons in 
1972; will be outlawed.) 
He blamed the sharp environmental 
restrictions on “ a definite over­ 
reaction. I think we all recognize these 
(air quality compliance) schedules 
must be pushed back.” 
Firms represented in the news 
conference included Consolidation. 
Amherst, Carbon Fuel Sales Co., 
Eastern Associated Coal Corp., Valley 
Camp Coal Co. and Island Creek Coal 
Co. 


Exports make up roughly one-third 
of the state’s coal market, Huegel said. 
But the cost of mining is pushing prices 
far above those quoted for coal from 
Australia, Canada and Poland. 
Utilities purchase nearly half of the 
state’s production for electrical 
generation, Huegel added. But price 
and environmental restrictions are 
forcing utilities to turn to other fuels, 
notably imported oil. 
“The United States can’t continue 
buying foreign oil at the rate we are 
now,” Jones said. He noted that the 
imports are straining A m erica’s 
balance of payments overseas, and 
that other nations now need much of 
the same oil. “Coal is the only alter­ 
native.’’ 


Complaints by some major utilities 
that they cannot obtain sufficient low- 
sulphur coal in West Virginia to meet 
the 1975 air standards have been an­ 
swered 
by charges 
from 
envi­ 
ronmentalists that they are ignoring 
the state’s large reserves of low- 
sulphur coal. 
Huegel and the other executives said 
critics must realize there is more to the 
situation than simple reserve tonnage 
figures. 
Much of the low sulphur coal in 
reserve is in thin seams of around 40 
inches, and miners are not eager to 
work in such conditions. Other seams, 
although low in sulphur, are low in 
quality and not compatible with many 
power plant furnace designs.

Kemplen, 95, and his wife Leona, 89, 
repeated their marriage vows on their 
73rd anniversary Wednesday in a 
nursing home. 
“We want to show that a man and 
wife can live together unto death— 
there’s no use in separation,” said 
Kemplen. 
He suffered polio in 1945 and lost his 
eyesight six years later. Mrs. Kem­ 
plen, in a traditional white wedding 
dress and veil borrowed from her 
granddaughter, is confined to a wheel 
chair. 
She said the second marriage was 
her idea. A number of couples at the 
Oxford View Nursing Home have done 
it, she said. 
“Through the fear of God and love of 
a woman, you can have a marriage 
that lasts this long,” said her husband. 
They feared that they wouldn’t live 
long enough for the repeat of their 
marraige vowels on the anniversary. 
Both became ill in November. 
The Kemplens were married Feb. 7, 
1900 in a double ceremony with her 
sister Willie and his brother, James, at 
Albany, Ky. 
She said her husband was “the 
prettiest man I ever saw. I met him two 
weeks before our wedding at my 
father’s home in Albany.” 
Kemplen became an evangelist in 
1909 and served in various churches, 
and moved to Hamilton, Ohio, in 1929. 
Sometimes he “ preached with 
patched pants,” Leona recalled. 
“ Evangelism was my greatest 
challenge,” he said, adding that his 
motto was: “God First, Leona and the 


family second, and helping people in 
the world.” 
During the first year of 
their 
marriage she had typhoid fever. 
“I’ve been sick all my life,” she said, 
“I was struck by a car, had a stroke 
and broke my hip. 
“The greatest thing is that he stayed 
with me, even though I was sick. He 
always said I'm worth a million dollars 
to him.”

These were made chiefly 
with applesauce, sugar and eggs But 
as the years have passed, applesauce 
pies have changed. One good cook adds 
golden raisins and a streusel topping. 
When we tested this version our tasters 
applauded, and the recipe follows. 
APPLESAUCE RAISIN 
CRUMB P IE 
I can (16 ounces) or I jar (15 ounces) 
applesauce 
I cup firm ly packed dark brown sugar 


>4 cup butter 
Dash of salt 
1 cup golden raisins 
4 eggs 
U nbaked 
10-inch 
pie 
shell 


*4 cup butterm ilk biscuit mix 


>4 cup granulated sugar 
2 tablespoons butter 


Into a 2-quart saucepan turn the 
applesauce and brown sugar. Bring to 
a boil, reduce heat and sim m er for 20 
m inutes; rem ove from heat. Add Va 
cup butter and the salt; stir until butter 
is m elted. Stir in raisins. Cool to room 
tem perature. 
In a sm all mixing bowl beat eggs 
well ; add to cooled applesauce m ixture 
and blend well. Pour into pie shell. 


Bake in a preheated 375-degree oven, 
on rack below center, for 20 m inutes. 
Meanwhile in a medium mixing bowl 
stir together the biscuit mix and 
granulated sugar; with a pastry blend 
cut in the 2 tablespoons butter until the 
size of sm all peas. After pie has baked 
for 20 m inutes, sprinkle the biscuit-mix 
m ixture evenly over top and continue 
baking in the 375-degree oven until 
crust and top are golden brown — 25 
m ore m inutes. Place pan on wire rack 
to cool before cutting.

New vaccine looks ahead for 5 years 


PARIS (AP)—The Pasteur Institute 
says it has developed a vaccine against 
all types of influenza that are expected 
to develop in the next five years 
Prof Claude Hannoun, head of the 
institute's ecology unit, said Tuesday 
that previous flu vaccines have been 
developed only after each new type of 
virus appeared But by transforming 
the virus into all the forms it is ex­ 
pected to take between now and 1978, 
he said the institute's doctors for­ 
mulated a vaccine against all of them. 
Hannoun said the vaccine also is 
effective against the types of flu that 
developed from the 1969 ‘Hong Kong'* 
virus, He said the vaccine is in 


production and will become available 
generally as soon as the government 
approves. 
The vaccine resulted from a process 
in which forms of flu virus yet to come 
were artificially created in the labora­ 
tory, Hannoun said 
Hannoun explained that flu virus 
undergoes a basic change about once 
every IO years. Within this 10-year 
span, it undergoes variations, that 
regularly defeat existing flu vaccines. 
The Pasteur Institute took the basic 
1969 Hong Kong strain of virus, fought 
it with antibodies that forced it to 
undergo variations, and isolated the 
ultimate stage of variation.

Dead man 
said behind 
3 murders 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Columbus 
police have accused Joe Bogen, a 39- 
year-old former Columbus man who 
was shot and killed last July in a Cleve­ 
land after-hours bar of a slaying here in 
1969 and a double murder here in 1970. 
Police said Wednesday that Bogen, 
who lived in Cleveland at the time of his 
death, was the lone killer of Edgar W. 
Edgar, 52, on June 24, 1969, and Frank 
Yassenoff, 63, and his fiancee, Mrs. 
Ella Rich, 51, on March 23, 1970. All of 
the victims were shot. 
Police at one time discounted rob­ 
bery as a motive in the Yassenoff-Rich 
murders, but gave that as the motive 
Wednesday. 
L,aw officers said they 
believed 
burglary was the motive in the death of 
Edgar. 
Bogen was killed by James Smith, 24, 
of Cleveland, his partner in the af­ 
terhours bar. 
Ballistics experts have identified the 
slugs taken from Bogen’s body as 
coming from the same gun that killed 
Yassenoff and his fiancee. 
Detectives said Smith got the gun 
from Bogen for protection w hile 
working at the bar. The gun has never 
been found. 
According to police, a 
38-caliber 
revolver, used in the Edgar killing, was 
traced back to Bogen about two months 
after the shooting. 
Detectives said that while Bogen was 
being held here on narcotics charges 
last June he was questioned about the 
Edgar case. They said he told them he 
could find the Yassenoff m urder 
weapon if he could get to Cleveland.

N EW YO RK (A P ) - Rich Little 
gained a measure of fame by doing 
uncannily accurate vocal impressions 
of such folk as John Wayne. President 
Nixon and Ed Sullivan. It s caused him 
a few problems. 
One involves little people, usually 
between the ages of nine and IO They 
stomp up to him and insist on doing 
their impressions. Another problem 
occurs when he speaks in his own voice. 
He keeps getting asked. “ WTio are 
you doing now?” 
Little, in town to do a voice or two on 
ABC’s Jack Paar show, talked about 
the performing life and related matters 
during a hurried dinner at a big hotel 
here. 
“ I ’m like the piano player.” he 
mildly groused. “ W herever I go. people 
are always wanting me to get up and 
perform, even on the street. 
‘i t s just lately that when I ’m on the 
road that a lot of kids who are studying 
impressions come into the dressing 
room and go through their routines.

was

Oklahoma I remember well. He came 
in and opened with Ronald Colman. 
Then he went into his Ed Sullivan- 
eight minutes of introductions—and 
then went into Walter Pidgeon, another 
one of his favorites ” 
How does Little deal with these 
verbal urchins? 
“ I never criticize them,” he said. 
“ They’re too young for that. I picture 
myself at their age and I used to do 
what they do, too ” 
Little, a regular on A BC ’s “ Julie 
Andrews Show" and a fair actor and 
singer when he isn’t doing voices, was 
born in Ottawa. Canada. He got into 
show 
business 
because 
of 
his 
classmates in school — they cheered 
his impressions of their teachers. 
His first engagement was at a club in 
a Quebec mining town. The job paid $15 
and the patrons paid no attention. 


"Not only did they not react, but they 
didn’t speak English,” he said. “ It’s a 
wonder I didn’t get into aluminum 
siding right then.” 
As the years went on, his fame grew 
and so did the voices in his repertoire — 
he now can do about 125. Singer Mel 
Torme got him his first big break in 
U.S. television in 1964. 
But his real start in America began 
with his first engagement at a night 
club in St. Petersburg, Fla. He warmed 
up the audience for the headliner, Joan 
Fairfax and Her All-Girl Orchestra. 
He admits to being a basket case 
when he first went on.

According to the OHSAA’s monthly newsletter, schools that have 
scheduled mid-week games have moved the starting time of the games to 
an earlier hour and have scheduled games with schools in the immediate 
area as Washington C H. did with East Clinton and Madison Plains. 
During the 1958-59 season, the first year that statistics were compiled, 
indicates that 26 7 per cent of all basketball gam es were mid-week 
compared to 7.21 per cont for the 972-73 season. In the 1968-69 season only 
1.31 per cent of the total number of games played of the mid-week type. 
Another interesting bit of information from the OHSAA newsletter says 
beginning in the 1973-74 basketball season, padding will be required along 
the bottom and sides of rectangular backboards.

Is Your Cough Productive? 


A cough represents one of the most 
common symptoms that may or may 
not be brought to the attention of the 
doctor. 
A cough is frequently associated with 
any kind of upper respiratory infection. 
The common cold, the grippe, and the 
flu often leave in their wake a cough 
which may vary from simple irritation 
to one that is disquieting and 
distressing. 
Patients often buy over-the-counter 
medicines in the hope that any one 
product, even those haphazardly 
chosen, will be the answer to their 
cough. In some instances, a cough is 
alleviated by these products. In others, 
the cough may be unaffected. 
In order to better understand why a 
“shotgun” mixture of over - the - 
counter cough medicines should not 
routinely be used, the mechanism of a 
cough should be more clearly un­ 
derstood. 
A cough means that there is some 
irritation along the respiratory air­ 
ways, including the throat, the 
pharynx, the larynx, the bronchial 
tubes and the lungs. 
Inflammation of the lining of the 
breathing 
apparatus, 
infection, 
irritation like tobacco smoke, harsh 
chemicals, and swelling of the lining by 
allergy may produce the cough. This 
entire reflex action is one of the mostly 
carefully 
designed 
protective 
mechanisms in the body. 


WHEN an irritant is present, 
anywhere along the air passages a 
signal is sent to a very specific point in 
the brain, thecough-eenter. From here, 
further signals are sent to the lungs, 
the diaphragm and the muscles of the 
chest, telling them that an explosive 


cough is necessary to get rid of the 
offending irritant. 
Some coughs are dry, hacking, and 
“non-productive.” This means that no 
secretions are brought up. 
Others are “productive” coughs, 
which means that mucus and pus, the 
result of an infection, must be cleared 
from the respiratory tract. 
It is apparent, therefore, that dif­ 
ferent drugs are used for different 
types of coughs. It must be apparent, 
too, that self-medication is not the ideal 
way to treat a persistent cough. 
Even though many of the available 
products are excellent, the choice must 
be made more carefully than by the 
imprinted messages of advertisers. 
Some coughs must be suppressed. 
Others must be stimulated. Sometimes 
it is necessary to “loosen” a cough. 
Other times it is necessary to “dry up” 
a cough. 
In some cases, codeine, one of the 
ingredients in drugs purchased without 
a prescription, may be the wrong drug 
for the cough. 
It is important to note that codeine, a 
narctoic, can in many states be pur­ 
chased without a prescription. Drug 
addicts quickly learn the availability of 
such cough medicines and make their 
daily rounds of purchases to supply 
their daily needs. 
A simple rule of safety is to ask a 
physician’s advice. Often he can, even 
by telephone description, decide on a 
cough medicine that. would be most 
effective. 
It must be mentioned, of course, that 
a persistent cough associated with 
other symptoms may be indicative of a 
tremendous variety 
of 
complex 
illnesses, the nature of which must be 
determined by the doctor.

Opening lead - king of hearts. 
This deal occurred in a pair cham­ 
pionship. As happens so often, the 
many results differed strikingly fron 
one another. Games and part scores in 
spades and diamonds were attempted 
with varying success, but the play was 
generally most interesting at those 
tables where the contract was five 
diamonds. 
There was nothing complicated 


about the play at most of these tables. 
West led the king of hearts and con­ 
tinued the suit after East had signaled 
with the eight or nine. 
Declarer ruffed, cashed the A-K of 
trumps, and finessed the queen of 
spades. 
East took the king 
and 
returned a club, but South rejected the 
finesse, since he had a sure way of 
avoiding the club loser by taking the 
ace, playing three rounds of spades, 
and discarding a club from dummy. As 
a result, declarer made five diamonds 
at these tables. 
But he would not have made the hand 
had the defense been sharper at trick 
one. East should have overtaken the 
king of hearts and returned a club. Had 
he done that, South would have gone 
down one. 
It is surely not an extraordinary play 
for East to take the king with the ace in 
order to lead a club. He can reasonably 
assume that West’s heart bid was 
based on a five-card suit, which in turn 
means that declarer has only one. 
East should count on the ace of 
hearts and king of spades as two tricks 
for the defense, and he should be 
willing to stake his all on the hope that 
a club play from him at trick two will 
produce a third trick. 


He should not adopt a passive at­ 
titude by allowing West to win the 
opening lead. Clute clearly have to be 
attacked at trick two, and, obviously, 
the club lead has to come from East. 
Final Vietnam USO closes

SAIGON (AP) — ‘‘The USO Is 
Closed.” 
The red, white and blue sign on the 
door spelled the end of an era for the 
hundreds of thousands of war-weary 
GIS who wandered inside looking for a 
hamburger or a friendly face. 
After nearly IO years of trying to 
provide a bit of America in an un­ 
familiar land of rice paddies and 
conical hats, the last USO in South 
Vietnam posted the notice today. 
There was no music, no formal an­ 
nouncement, not even free chili dogs or 
milkshakes to mark the occasion. Just 
a few startled civilians and soldiers 
who came to have a snack, play pool or 
just hang around for a while. 
“I don’t believe it,” said Sgt. Jack 
Rains of Miami, Fla. “I got down here 
after IO months and it’s closed! I guess 
that’s the way things go.” 
Though 
all 
the 
food 
and 
en­ 


tertainment facilities are closed, USO 
director Michelle M. Chalfont said the 
building will be open for information 
and stateside phone calls until all the 
American servicemen are out of South 
Vietnam March 28. 
Mrs. Chalfont, whose parents live in 
Eau Claire, Wis., said the U.S. Com­ 
mand had asked the USO to close “to 
keep the troops out of the downtown 
Saigon area,” where the two-story club 
is located. 
In recent daily bulletins, the Com­ 
mand has warned that assaults and 
armed robberies in Saigon are oc­ 
curring at “an alarming rate.” The 
Command is urging American per­ 
sonnel “to stay out of Saigon unless on 
official business and not to travel in 
groups of less than three persons.” 


A handful of servicemen showed up 
at the club today, some for its last 
sightseeing tour of the city and cruise 
down the Saigon River.

Penn Central railroad was halted today 
by a strike of 28,000 conductors and 
brakemen trying to stop the nation’s 
largest rail line from reducing train 
crews by a third. 
“We have the right to negotiate 
cutbacks in our contract,” said the 
United Transportation Union, AFL- 
CIO, as it set up picket lines at Penn 
Central depots in 16 states, two 
Canadian provinces and the District of 
Columbia. 
“We’re out of business,” a railroad 
spokesman said, acknowledging that 
the remaining 67,000 operating em­

SAIGON (AP) —The four parties to 
the Vietnam ceasefire agreement held 
a series of meetings today, making ar­ 
rangements for the release of the first 
group of American prisoners held in 
south Vietnam this weekend, U.S. 
officials said. 
A senior American official in Saigon 
said Wednesday that the first group 
would be freed Saturday, but later 
reports from Defense Department 
sources in Washington said 27 
prisoners of war would be handed over 
on Sunday. 
U.S. officials said representatives of 
the United States, North and South 
Vietnam and the Viet Cong were 
ironing out the final details today. They 
would not elaborate. 
The Pentagon sources said the Viet 
Cong plans to make the first transfer 
near An Loc, a provincial capital 60 
miles north of Saigon. 
There was still no firm word on 
release of the first American prisoners 
by North Vietnam, but indications were 
that it would come in Hanoi early next 
week during the visit of U.S. 
presidential 
adviser 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger. 
The Viet Cong, meanwhile, accused 
the Saigon government of violating the 
cease-fire agreement by releasing 
some 10,600 POWS who Saigon said 
changed their allegiance after political 
indoctrination. 
A Viet Cong broadcast said the 
release violated Articles I and 5 of the 
prisoner protocol. Article I says all 
captured Vietnamese military per­ 
sonnel shall be returned to the South 
Vietnamese party under whose com­ 
mand they served. Article 5 specifies 
that the prisoners shall be returned at 
sites agreed upon by the Joint Military 
Commission, made up of the United 
States, North and South Vietnam and 
the Viet Cong. 
Canada, a member of the four-nation 
International Commission of Control 
and Supervision, announced that it has 
formally recognized the government of 
North Vietnam as a demonstration of 
its “objectivity and impartiality.” 
Michel 
Gauvin, 
the Canadian 
chairman of the International Com­ 
mission, told a news conference that 
the South Vietnamese government — 
which Canada also recognizes — has 
accepted the recognition of North 
Vietnam as “realistic, dispassionate 
and very logical.” 
Canada is the only member of the 
commission to recognize both Viet- 
nams. Hungary and Poland recognize 


only North Vietnam, and Indonesia 
recognizes only South Vietnam. 
Delegates to the Joint Military 
Commission also were working on 
plans to get Viet Cong representatives 
to the seven regional headquarters 


sites in South Vietnam for truce ob­ 
server teams so both the International 
Commission and the Joint Commission 
could begin policing the cease-fire. The 
International Commission’s regional 


teams and the American and North and 
South Vietnamese men from the Joint 
Commission are already at the posts 
but cannot move into the field without 
the Viet Cong.

Germ-killer 
hunt baffles 
FDA agents 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Food and 
Drug Administration officials weighing 
the safety of germ-killing agents in 
household products say they are having 
trouble finding out which products 
contain the chemicals. 
A panel of doctors appointed by FDA 
was charged with determining the 
safety and effectiveness of such germ- 
killers as hexachlorophene in toilet 
soaps. 
The panel recommended a virtual 
ban on hexachlorophene, which was 
ordered off the over-the-counter 
market last September except for low- 
level use as a preservative. 
Now the panel says evidence it has 
seen has failed to prove the safety of 
five other antibacterial agents in soap, 
and FDA officials are trying to find out 
what other products use the five 
agents. 
“Knowing just what’s on the market 
is very difficult,” said Dr. Jean 
Lockhart, FDA medical officer in the 
division of anti-infective drugs. 
“For the most part we don’t know 
what they’ve substituted. We are not 
getting good cooperation from the 
cosmetic manufacturers generally who 
are using antimicrobial ingredients.” 
Over the 30 years of its use in non­ 
prescription 
products, 
hexa­ 
chlorophene had turned up in soaps, 
deodorants, vaginal sprays, shaving 
cream, mouthwash, skin lotion, tooth­ 
paste, furnace air filters and even toi­ 
let seats. 
Hexachlorophene was found to cause 
brain lesions in laboratory animals. It 
was banned after U.S. studies showed 
infants bathed in it suffered brain 
damage and after nearly 40 French 
babies died from a talcum powder 
containing accidentally high levels of 
hexachlorophene.

Witnesses in the residential area said 
they heard a “whining” noise just 
before the crash. Then there was an ex­ 
plosion that sent flames and smoke 
several hundred feet into the air, they 
said.

“As soon as it happened ... I was 
there in about 30 or 40 seconds and 
some guy helped me crawl in there and 
get this woman out and by that time it 
was really getting hot,” he said.

The entire thing was too hot. There was 
no warning at all.” 
“It felt like an earthquake,” said 
Lupie Perez, who lived in the rear of 
the four-story building. 
“We tried to get out, but the doors 
were jammed. Someone told us to get 
out in a hurry and kicked out the door, 
and we managed to get out,” she said. 
Eyewitnesses said the plane came in 
low, heading in a westerly direction, 
clipped one building and then plowed 
full force into the other.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Hardly 
tnybody opposes a bonus for Vietnam 
Var veterans, but the matter of how 
t’s paid for touched off considerable 
lebate in the House Wednesday. 
Majority Democrats, 
picking up 
lepublican defectors, approved the 
1300 million proposal, which could face 
noters in the May primary, 72-20. 
But the battle is not over. 
The issue now goes to the Senate, 
vhich Republicans control 17-16. 
democrats control the House 58-41. 
Seventeen Republicans voted for it and 
[9 against it on the House floor. 
All Democrats voted for it. It was 
sponsored by Rep. Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-89 New Boston, speaker pro tem in 
;he Democratic-controlled House. 


Democrats want the measure, which 
provides up to $500 for a returning 
veteran, financed by a six-tenths mill 
property tax increase. 
Republican opponents, including 
Minority Leader Charles F. Kurfess, R- 
83 Perrysburg—would like to see the 
money come out of the state’s general 
revenue fund. 
Gov. John Gilligan has said he ob­ 
jects to any raid on that fund unless the 
revenue is replaced. The general 
revenue fund is used to pay routine 
state expenses. 
Sen. Michael J. Maloney, R-7 Cin­ 
cinnati, said he believes the House 
resolution called for a constitutional 
amendment on the proposal will have 
trouble making it through the Senate. 
“It will have to be passed within IO 


days to make it on the May ballot,” 
Maloney said. “I don’t believe that can 
happen.” 
Under the Democratic proposal, the 
state would issue a $300 million in 
bonds. The bonds would be retired over 
15 years with the property tax increase. 
Opposition Republicans contend the 
proposal violated Gov. John Gilligan’s 
pledge of no new taxes during the 
current biennium. 
The bonus, if approved by the Senate 
and the voters, would go to an 
estimated 545,000 veterans who served 
in any branch of the armed service 
since 1961. 
Each would be compensated $10 for 
each month of active domestic service, 
$15 a month for any foreign service and 
$20 a month for service in the Asian 


theater between Dec. 1961, and Aug. 4, 
1974. 
Veterans discharged because of 
wounds suffered in Vietnam would get 
the maximum $500 regardless of the 
amount of time they served. 
One-time payments of $1,000 would 
go to survivors of Ohioans killed in 
Southeast Asian. Riffe said survivors of 
2,996 Ohioans would be eligible. 
In the Senate, there was no floor 
action, but nine bills were introduced. 
Thirteen others were introduced in the 
House. 
Among the measures are ones that 
would: 
—Conform state unemployment 
compensation laws with those of the 
federal government and extended 
benefits to Great Lakes seamen. 


Benefits would increase about five per 
cent. 


—License automobile repair dealers. 
Lift the $3,000 maximum exemption 
from the state income tax ($500 for the 
taxpayer and the same for each of up to 
five dependents). Sen. Maloney said it 
discriminated against large families. 
—Abolish municipal 
courts in 
Franklin and Hamilton counties, 
Springfield, Bryan, Toledo, Maumee, 
Oregon and Sylvania and a police court 
in Ottawa Hills. All would be replaced 
within municipal divisions within the 
common pleas courts in those counties. 
—Designate the third Monday in 
January as “Martin Luther King Day,” 
and make it a legal holiday.

One w riter reporting on the 
creation of a bipartisan committee 
to study House operations 
and 
propose 
reform s 
cited 
some 
illum inating exam ples of what 
might be done. This account noted. 
for instance, that “the study com­ 
mittee might see fit to recommend 
that welfare aid to the needy be 
shifted out of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, whose members 
and staff are far more attuned to 
trade and tax matters.” 


Or, said the reporter, the com­ 
mittee “might also find that health 


care issues might better be handled 
by some committee other than In­ 
terstate and Foreign Commerce; or 
that there should be closer coor­ 
dination of foreign policy issues now 
scattered among a variety of 
committees.” Just so. There are an 
abundance of possibilities for im­ 
provement in how the House func­ 
tions. 
It may be over-optimistic 
to 
suppose that the House is genuinely 
serious about reform — serious, that 
is, 
to 
the 
point 
of 
accepting 
necessary change even though it 
tromps on influential toes Still, it is 


encouraging to find that a zealous 
and informed advocate of reform 
has been named to head the com­ 
mittee. 
The chairm an, Rep. Richard 
Bolling of Missouri, has written 
books on the subject, and has not 
been at all reticent about badgering 
his colleagues to improve the ef­ 
ficiency of House operations. There 
is reason to hope that the committee 
will come up with sound recom­ 
mendations for change. It is at that 
point that we shall see how deter­ 
mined the House is to improve its 
performance.

A cease-fire for Northern Ireland? 


The story goes that Izzy Stone, who 
used to publish his own I.F. Stone’s 
Weekly and now contributes to the New 
Left-oriented New York Review of 
Books, recently cornered conservative 
editor Bill Buckley and invited him to 
make a mutual pilgrimage to the 
wailing wall. 
“Bill,” he has been quoted as saying, 
“we've been betrayed, you by Nixon, 
me by Mao Tse-tung.” 
Mr. Buckley assures me the story is 
apocryphal, but the attitudes it 
illustrates are real. What has happened 
is that the Nixon-Kissinger team, by 
arranging a Big-Power compromise 
over Indochina, has jolted the hopes of 
both Left and Right of w inning a clear­ 
cut victory in a struggle that is bound to 
continue in a clandestine way. 
Whether President Nixon and Henry 
Kissinger have been wise will not be 
known for some time to come. To enlist 
Mao-Tse-tung and Brezhev in a com­ 
mon enterprise of establishing a cease­ 
fire in Vietnam, Nixon has had to 
commit himself to bailing out both of 
the great Communist powers in their 
present predicaments. 
The Russians are getting absolutely 
essential supplies of wheat from the 
U.S.; Peking has been reassured that 
Washington will throw its diplomatic 
and economic weight into the scales to 
keep the Soviets from making a pre­ 
emptive strike at Red Chinese atomic 
installations in inner Asia. The Nixon 


largesse means that both the Soviet 
and Red Chinese governments will 
survive, possibly to grow sufficiently 
arrogant again to confront us to our 
mortal peril in the early Nineteen 
Eighties. 
WELL, the Eighties are a long way 
off. and, as John Maynard Keynes once 
said, “ in the long run we are all dead.'' 
The war-weary American people, 
wishing to live in the present, have 
forced the surcease today no matter 
what it may portend for the next 
generation. Now that the Nixon- 
Kissinger team has chosen to make the 
best of the situation, compelling the 
Communists to damp down at least one 
“war of liberation,” why not squeeze 
some extra drops out of the bittersweet 
fruitO There is the guerrilla war in 
Northern Ireland, for example. Surely 
the British would welcome U.S. help in 
keeping Soviet-made rockets from 
reaching the Irish Republican Army 
(IRA) underground revolutionaries in 
bloody Ulster. 
If a surveillance team can police the 
amount 
of 
m iliary 
replacem ent 
equipm ent reaching Indochina by 
devious jungle routes, it would surely 
be a much easier matter to dry up arms 
going to IRA terrorists. Britain and 
America control all the sea lanes 
leading to Ireland, and the Jack Lynch 
government in Dublin is tired of gun 
running and bloodshed along its Ulster 
border. If the Soviets want U.S. grain 


and U.S. oil-and-gas capital equipment, 
an extended quid pro quo could be a 
moratorium on those arms going to the 
IRA. 
THE ATTEMPT to unify Northern 
and Southern Ireland by force was 
always idiotic, for, no matter how bad 
the terror, the commitment of the great 
middle to the basic bourgeois virtues of 
making a living was too powerful to 
yield to the embattled gunmen of the 
two extremes. In spite of all the 
violence of the past three years, Ulster 
has continued to grow economically. 
Export sales for 1971 rose from $1.86 
billion to $2.1 billion, an increase of 13 
per cent over the previous year. The 
American and other foreign in­ 
vestment in Ulster has continued to 
expand; it was $300 million in 1966 and 
it is $550 million today. 
Whatever the strife in the streets, 
there has been peace on the factory 
floor. The Belfast shipyards have 
recently received $25 million in orders 
from Norway for bulk cargo carriers. 
So it has been business as usual in the 
bread-and-butter areas of Ulster life. 
Nixon and Kissinger have made a 
good beginning toward liquidating the 
Maoist-Che Guevara world guerilla 
movement. 
Given 
a 
continued 
toughness in our negotiating stance, 
both Peking and Moscow can surely be 
prevailed 
upon 
to 
call 
off 
their 
“liberationist” dogs wherever they 
may happen to be.

The sudden, heart-breaking death of 
Lyndon Johnson carries a very per­ 
sonal poignancy for black people. Not 
since Abraham Lincoln has a President 
contributed so much to the struggle for 
racial equality. 
Important as they were, the ac­ 
com plishm ents 
of 
Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman pale beside 
those of Johnson. And where John 
Kennedy recognized the validity of our 
struggle, Lyndon Johnson embraced it, 
made it his own. 
Ironically, Johnson was a Southerner 
and was initially chosen as Vice 
President to win Southern votes. Yet he 
never failed black people. Like Harry 
Truman, his origins were among 
working people. He always enjoyed the 
trust and support of working people, 
even in his early days as a Texas 
congressman when his basic con­ 
stituency was the Mexican-Americans 
in his district. 
His 
Cabinet, 
the 
finest 
ever 
assembled, included the first Negro of 
Cabinet rank, Robert Weaver. His 
appointments to the Supreme Court 
were uniformly progressive and in­ 
cluded the first black, Thurgood 
Marshall. And, in his selection of 
Hubert Humphrey as Vice President, 
he chose the one man who throughout 
his political life had been the most 
closely identified with civil rights when 
other, less controversial figures were 
available. 


IT IS in his civil rights legialation 
that the Johnson legacy is most en­ 
during and indispensable. Yet even 
here his detractors often accuse him of 
achieving no more than the fulfillment 
of the Kennedy program. 
And while it is true that some Great 
Society 
legislation represented an 
extension of those programs 
for­ 
m ulated 
during 
K ennedy’s 
Ad­ 
ministration, it is also true that Lyndon 
Johnson’s vision extended well past the 
New Frontier. 
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His successes were often the result of 
his political skills. Johnson was able, 
perhaps more successfully than any 
other President, to fashion an alliance 
between those sharing common in­ 
terests and common principles. And he 
did it not by appealing to fear, but by 
an ennobling campaign which evoked a 
national sense of mission to correct 
centuries of racial wrongs and respond 
to the plight of the impoverished. 
He perceived that it was not enough 
to guarantee minorities the right to 
purchase a home or eat in a restaurant 
unless the immense economic gulf 
between black and white closed. This 
realization produced the fundamental 
Great Society programs, an agenda to 
make jobs plentiful, housing affordable 
and education attainable. 
Much of the Great Society suc­ 
ceeded. Countless blacks found en­ 
trance into jobs that, because of 
discrimination or lack of training, had 
been foreclosed. The percentage of 
Negroes enrolled in universities ex­ 
ceeded all expectations. Negroes made 
significant political advances in the 
South.

YET the tragedy of Lyndon Johnson, 
if there is such a thing, is that his 
remarkable successes are passed over 
while the failures are magnified. For 
the most essential point about Lyndon 
Johnson, a point so often missed, is that 
he never lost the will to bring about 
social progress. Even during times of 
shattering social convulsion his vision 
remained steady, while those of his 
critics so often faltered. 
Some have suggested that the 
Vietnamese War obscured Johnson’s 
social initiatives. I cannot disagree 
more strongly. Four Presidents — 
Eisenhower, Kennedy, Johnson and 
Nixon — have supported intervention 
in Southeast Asia: if blame must be 
placed, all should share in it. 
Nor can we forget that many of those 
who hold Johnson’s foreign policies 
responsible for domestic shortcomings 
have 
long 
since abandoned the 
struggle for racial justice for other, 
less complex, less painful causes. 
Lyndon Johnson never surrendered 
to reaction, even when urban turmoil 
cost him desperately needed support. 
That is why we grieved when he left the 
White House, for we recognized that we 
might never again experience his rare 
quality of leadership. Now, for the 
same reason, we mourn his passing, a 
death which robs our nation of a man of 
unquestioned stature and the black 
people of a trusted friend and ally.

An 
intriguing though perhaps 
impracticable idea was broached in 
a recent letter to the Los Angeles 
Times by W. J. Thompson of that 
city. His comment dealt with that 
perennial subject, the slowness of 
the mail service: 


“I have a simple solution to 
suggest. All postal service employes 
will be paid by check, mailed from 
randomly selected locations in plain 
envelopes. The resultant pain and 
inconvenience of consistently late 
receipt of their own wages will 
certainly prompt concern for ef­ 
ficient mail service.” 
A devilish concept, no doubt, when 
considered from the standpoint of 
the postal worker. Quite possibly an 
unfair one, too, since there must be 
many such workers who strive with 
might and main to speed the mails 
and could not be driven to greater 
effort by such a goad. 


All the same, much experience 
with lethargic mail deliveries 
tempts one to think it might be worth 
a try. Slow workers would be 
stimulated to pep up their per­ 
formance, and that would work to 
everyone’s advantage.

What would 
happen if for a single day every person 
in the world ceased to go through any of 
his usual rituals whatsoever?

“We want to show that a man and 
wife can live together unto death— 
there’s no use in separation,” said 
Kemplen. 
He suffered polio in 1945 and lost his 
eyesight six years later. Mrs. Kem­ 
plen, in a traditional white wedding 
dress and veil borrowed from her 
granddaughter, is confined to a wheel 
chair. 
She said the second marriage was 
her idea. A number of couples at the 
Oxford View Nursing Home have done 
it, she said. 
“Through the fear of God and love of 
a woman, you can have a marriage 
that lasts this long,” said her husband. 
They feared that they wouldn’t live 
long enough for the repeat of their 
marraige vowels on the anniversary. 
Both became ill in November. 
The Kemplens were married Feb. 7, 
1900 in a double ceremony with her 
sister Willie and his brother, James, at 
Albany, Ky. 
She said her husband was “the 
prettiest man I ever saw. I met him two 
weeks before our wedding at my 
father’s home in Albany.” 
Kemplen became an evangelist in 
1909 and served in various churches, 
and moved to Hamilton, Ohio, in 1929. 
Sometimes he “ preached with 
patched pants,” Leona recalled. 
“ Evangelism was my greatest 
challenge,” he said, adding that his 
motto was: “God first, Leona and the 


family second, and helping people in 
the world.” 
During the first year of 
their 
marriage she had typhoid fever. 
“I’ve been sick all my life,” she said, 
“I was struck by a car, had a stroke 
and broke my hip. 
“The greatest thing is that he stayed 
with me, even though I was sick. He 
always said I’m worth a million dollars 
to him.”

Link coal comeback to 
CHARLESTON, W. Va. (AP) — The 
growing need for energy should greatly 
boost the demand for coal, industry 
officials say, but rising costs and en­ 
vironmental regulations are ham ­ 
pering the process. 


Charles T. Jones, vice president of 
Amherst Coal Co., says coal demand is 
expected by some to double over the 
next 15 years. Because of the energy 
crisis and the growing need for fuel, he 
says, “ I can’t help but be a little op­ 
timistic.” 
However, Jones and other industry 
officials said at a news conference 
Wednesday, much of the nation’s coal 
may 
be 
virtually 
outlawed 
if 
technology is not available to meet 1975 
pollution standards, and labor and 
regulatory costs are driving the cost of 


mining up, reducing American coal’s 
competitiveness in the world markets. 
L. James Huegel, executive vice 
president of Consolidation Coal Co., 
said that if technology to meet 1975 
sulphur oxide standards is not ready to 
go on time, 41 per cent of Con­ 
solidation’s northern West Virginia 
producton (some 32 million tons in 
1972; will be outlawed.) 
He blamed the sharp environmental 
restrictions on “ a definite over­ 
reaction. I think we all recognize these 
(air quality compliance) schedules 
must be pushed back.”

When we tested this version our tasters 
applauded, and the recipe follows. 
APPLESAUCE RAISIN 
CRUMB PIE 
I can (16 ounces) or I jar (15 ounces) 
applesauce 
I cup firmly packed dark brown sugar 


Va cup butter 
Dash of salt 
1 cup golden raisins 
4 eggs 
Unbaked 
10-inch 
pie 
shell 
Va cup buttermilk biscuit mix 


Va cup granulated sugar 
2 tablespoons butter 


Into a 2-quart saucepan turn the 
applesauce and brown sugar. Bring to 
a boil, reduce heat and sim m er for 20 
minutes; remove from heat. Add Va 
cup butter and the salt; stir until butter 
is melted. Stir in raisins. Cool to room 
tem perature. 
In a small mixing bowl beat eggs 
well; add to cooled applesauce mixture 
and blend well. Pour into pie shell. 


Bake in a preheated 375-degree oven, 
on rack below center, for 20 minutes. 
Meanwhile in a medium mixing bowl 
stir together the biscuit mix and 
granulated sugar; with a pastry blend 
cut in the 2 tablespoons butter until the 
size of small peas. After pie has baked 
for 20 minutes, sprinkle the biscuit-mix 
mixture evenly over top and continue 
baking in the 375-degree oven until 
crust and top are golden brown — 25 
more minutes. Place pan on wire rack 
to cool before cutting.

packaged, and there are a lot more fad 
foods,” Lt. Georgiana Banellis of 
Memphis Air Station said Tuesday. 
The 25-year-old Logan, Utah, native 
will be in charge of reconstructing diets 
for a group of POWS from mid-South 
states who are scheduled to stay at the 
base hospital. 
“They’ve missed all this stuff, this 
fad food. They’re going to have it rough 
adjusting to the United States again. 
They may not remember what the food 
tastes like,” she sdWl 


“We will give them 1,200 calories 
intake and six light meals a day to 
begin. The main criteria is that you 
don’t push them into it. 


“We might start with one or two of 
the foods they particularly like and 
build from there. They will get meats, 
liver, dark green vegetables, oranges, 
tomatoes, and other foods with plenty 
of iron and vitamin C....

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Sheriff 
Richard Hongisto is wearing the tat­ 
tered clothing of a jailbird in new 
strategy to squeeze more money out of 
City Hall and Mayor Joseph Alioto for 
jail operations. 
“I just want to get the job done,” the 
37-year-old sheriff told newsmen 
Tuesday. He was garbed in ripped 
pants, socks with holes, truncated 
shoes and threadbare shirt — standard 
jailhouse issue.

Hongisto, who said he hasn’t given up 
a $500,000 suit to force city and county 
officials to improve “ degrading, 
negative” jail facilities, said: 
“From now on, I’ll be wearing this 
around my City Hall office and at 
outside speaking engagements to 
hammer home a message. We need 
more funds to bring our jails up to min­ 


imum state standards, not only for 
better clothing issue, but better 
medical and dental care, improved 
sanitation, better food.” 
Hongisto’s new outfit is one which 
had been worn by an inmate at the 
main jail near San Bruno, just south of 
San Francisco. 


The new “message wardrobe” is the 
latest chapter in Hongisto’s efforts to 
ease the plight of more than 1,100 
county jail inmates. And the sheriff 
doesn’t let his master’s degree in 
criminology get in the way of street 
language if he figures a point has to be 
made. 


Hongisto exploded when he learned 
the mayor was willing to give him only 
$25,000 instead of the $800,000 he 
wanted. 
That was before Hongisto’s $500,000 


suit against the mayor and others was 
tossed out of court. The sheriff says 
he’ll appeal. 


Despite the epithet, Hongisto says he 
admires Alioto as “a brilliant man, 
self-made, a millionaire.

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New vaccine looks ahead for 5 years 


PARIS (AP)—The Pasteur Institute 
says it has developed a vaccine against 
all types of influenza that are expected 
to develop in the next five years. 
Prof. Claude Hannoun, head of the 
institute’s ecology unit, said Tuesday 
that previous flu vaccines have been 
developed only after each new type of 
virus appeared. But by transforming 
the virus into all the forms it is ex­ 
pected to take between now and 1978, 
he said the institute’s doctors for­ 
mulated a vaccine against all of them. 
Hannoun said the vaccine also is 
effective against the types of flu that 
developed from the 1969 “Hong Kong’’ 
virus. He said the vaccine is in 


production and will become available 
generally as soon as the government 
approves. 
The vaccine resulted from a process 
in which forms of flu virus yet to come 
were artificially created in the labora­ 
tory, Hannoun said. 
Hannoun explained that flu virus 
undergoes a basic change about once 
every IO years. Within this 10-year 
span, it undergoes variations, that 
regularly defeat existing flu vaccines. 
The Pasteur Institute took the basic 
1969 Hong Kong strain of virus, fought 
it with antibodies that forced it to 
undergo variations, and isolated the 
ultimate stage of variation.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A nation­ 
wide study of 1,800 persons is being set 
up to find out whether “spot welding of 
blood vessels in the eye helps to 
prevent the eye damage of advanced 
diabetes. 
Sixteen clinical centers across the 
country are to enroll IOO to 150 diabetics 
each for the five-year study. All will be 
volunteers in a study of the most 
rapidly growing cause of blindness. 
A key feature of the planned study is 
that only one eye of each patient will be 
treated. And the choice of which eye is 
to be treated will be done at random to 
assure objectivity, scientists said. 
If in the course of the study it 
becomes apparent that very good or 
very bad results are being produced, 
the treatment will be changed, ac­ 
cording to the researchers designing 
the study.

Taxpayers can deduct some child care costs

WASHINGTON (A P) - Recent 
changes in tax law give a break to 
groups as varied as working mothers 


and Vietnam servicemen. 
The rules for deducting the cost of 
child care and domestic service a 
taxpayer must obtain in order to be 
able to hold or find a job have been 
greatly liberalized. 
Payments up to $400 a month for 
care of dependents may be deducted. 
Dependents for the purpose of this 
provision are children under 15, 
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spouses or close relatives unable to 
care for themselves because of 
physical or mental illness. 
You may deduct payments to 
domestics such as cooks or maids — 
but not to bartenders, chauffeurs or 
gardeners. Nor may payments to 
household members or close relatives 
be deducted. Nursery school costs are 
deductible, but not regular school 
expenses from first grade on. 


IN G EN ERAL, eligible payments 
are for services in the home. But in the 
case of children under 15, away-from- 
home services may be deducted up to 
these lim its: $200 a month for one child, 
$300 for two, $400 for three or more. 
The deductions are scaled down for 
incomes above $18,000, one dollar for 
each two dollars of extra income, so 
that at $27,600 income no deduction is 
available. 
Disability payments to a spouse 
unable to work, and annual income 
above $750, including disability 
payments, to a dependent 15 or older 
also act to scale down the deduction. 
Married taxpayers must file a joint 
return in order to claim the deduction 
and, if both are able-bodied, both must 
have worked essentially full time or 
looked for work. 


M EM BERS of the armed services 
may exclude from their report income 
all or part of the compensation they 
received for any month during which 
they served in Vietnam or its adjacent 
waters, or during which they were 
hospitalized anywhere as a result of 
wounds, disease or injury suffered in 
the war zone. 
Enlisted men, warrant and com­ 
missioned warrant officers may ex­ 
clude all their compensation for such 
months. Commissioned officers may 
exclude the first $500 of monthly 
compensation. Beside regular pay, the 
exclusion covers such things as 
dislocation allowances, re-enlistment 
bonuses and awards. 
The low income allowance, designed 


to relieve from income tax all persons 
below the poverty level, went up for 
1972 incomes from $1,050 to $1,300. The 
change is taken care of automatically 
in the tax tables for almost all those 
entitled to use it. 
However, 
it 
is 
im portant 
to 
remember that persons relieved by the 
low income allowance from the 
obligation of filing tax returns should 
file anyhow if they had earnings from 
which tax was withheld. The only way 
to recover the sums withheld is to file a 
return showing that no tax was due. 


A SPEC IA L exception to the no-filing 
privilege applies to young persons who 
had some income, but still could be 
claimed by tbeir parents as depen­ 
dents. 
Under the general application of the 
low-income allowance, a single person 
with income less than $2,050 would not 
have to file. But a child in this cate­ 
gory who is eligible to be claimed as 
a dependent and who had at least $750 
income must fiel — even though he 
may owe no tax — if any part of his 
income came from interest, dividends 
or other non-earned sources. 
For example, a student may earn 
$800 in a year and have a savings ac­ 
count which pays him $10 interest. He 
must file, using the long form. He may 
use the standard deduction, or the low 
income allowance, only against earned 
income. 
Congress wrote this requirement to 
block efforts by parents to avoid taxes 
by transferring substantial income- 
producing assets to children. A 
dependent child who has less than $750 
income of his own, regardless of the 
source, need not file. 
Special instructions accompanying 
the tax form apply.

More accurately stated, it would 
read, “Aren’t you glad when you have 
oil heat?” The possibility of shortages 
seemingly never occurred to the in­ 
stitute, which continues: 
“As an oil heat customer, you don’t 
have to worry about being left out in the 
cold next winter — or for many, many 
w in ters.... T hat’s because th ere’s 
plenty

discovered all the tim e.” 
Could the industry really have been 
so shortsighted? Could it have failed to 
foresee a shortage that was only weeks 
away?

3 murders 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Columbus 
police have accused Joe Bogen, a 39- 
year-old former Columbus man who 
was shot and killed last July in a Cleve­ 
land after-hours bar of a slaying here in 
1969 and a double m urder here in 1970. 
Police said Wednesday that Bogen, 
who lived in Cleveland at the time of his 
death, was the lone killer of Edgar W. 
Edgar, 52, on June 24, 1969, and Frank 
Yassenoff, 63, and his fiancee, Mrs. 
Ella Rich, 51, on March 23, 1970. All of 
the victims were shot. 
Police at one time discounted rob­ 
bery as a motive in the Yassenoff-Rich 
murders, but gave that as the motive 
Wednesday. 
Law officers said they 
believed 
burglary was the motive in the death of 
Edgar. 
Bogen was killed by Jam es Smith, 24, 
of Cleveland, his partner in the af­ 
terhours bar. 
Ballistics experts have identified the 
slugs taken from Bogen’s body as 
coming from the same gun that killed 
Yassenoff and his fiancee. 
Detectives said Smith got the gun 
from Bogen for protection w hile 
working at the bar. The gun has never 
been found. 
According to police, a .38-caliber 
revolver, used in the Edgar killing, was 
traced back to Bogen about two months 
after the shooting.

NEW YORK (AP) - Rich Little 
gained a m easure of fam e by doing 
uncannily accurate vocal impressions 
of such folk as John Wayne, President 
Nixon and Ed Sullivan.

They 
stomp up to him and insist on doing 
their impressions. Another problem 
occurs when he speaks in his own voice. 
He keeps getting asked, “Who are 
you doing now?” 
Little, in town to do a voice or two on 
ABC's Jack Paar show, talked about 
the performing life and related m atters 
during a hurried dinner at a big hotel 
here. 
“I’m like the piano player,” he 
mildly groused. “W herever I go, people 
are always wanting me to get up and 
perform, even on the street. 
“ It’s just lately that when I’m on the 
road that a lot of kids who are studying 
impressions come into the dressing 
room and go through their routines.

Little, a regular on ABC’s “ Julie 
Andrews Show” and a fair actor and 
singer when he isn’t doing voices, was 
born in Ottawa, Canada. He got into

his impressions of their teachers. 
His first engagem ent was at a club in 
a Quebec mining town. The job paid $15 
and the patrons paid no attention. 


“ Not only did they not react, but they 
didn’t speak English,” he said. “It’s a 
wonder I didn’t get into aluminum 
siding right then.” 
As the years went on, his fam e grew 
and so did the voices in his repertoire — 
he now can do about 125. Singer Mel 
Torme got him his first big break in 
U.S. television in 1964.

Is Your Cough Productive? 


A cough represents one of the most 
common symptoms that may or may 
not be brought to the attention of the 
doctor. 
A cough is frequently associated with 
any kind of upper respiratory infection. 
The common cold, the grippe, and the 
flu often leave in their wake a cough 
which may vary from simple irritation 
to one that is disquieting and 
distressing. 
Patients often buy over-the-counter 
medicines in the hope that any one 
product, even those haphazardly 
chosen, will be the answer to their 
cough. In some instances, a cough is 
alleviated by these products. In others, 
the cough may be unaffected. 
In order to better understand why a 
“shotgun” mixture of over - the - 
counter cough medicines should not 
routinely be used, the mechanism of a 
cough should be more clearly un­ 
derstood. 
A cough means that there is some 
irritation along the respiratory air­ 
ways, including the throat, the 
pharynx, the larynx, the bronchial 
tubes and the lungs. 
Inflammation of the lining of the 
breathing 
apparatus, 
infection, 
irritation like tobacco smoke, harsh 
chemicals, and swelling of the lining by 
allergy may produce the cough. This 
entire reflex action is one of the mostly 
carefully 
designed 
protective 
mechanisms in the body. 


WHEN an irritant is present, 
anywhere along the air passages a 
signal is sent to a very specific point in 
the brain, theceugh-eenter. From here, 
further signals are sent to the lungs, 
the diaphragm and the muscles of the 
chest, telling them that an explosive 


cough is necessary to get rid of the 
offending irritant. 
Some coughs are dry, hacking, and 
“non-productive.” This means that no 
secretions are brought up. 
Others are “productive” coughs, 
which means that mucus and pus, the 
result of an infection, must be cleared 
from the respiratory tract. 
It is apparent, therefore, that dif­ 
ferent drugs are used for different 
types of coughs. It must be apparent, 
too, that self-medication is not the ideal 
way to treat a persistent cough. 
Even though many of the available 
products are excellent, the choice must 
be made more carefully than by the 
imprinted messages of advertisers. 
Some coughs must be suppressed. 
Others must be stimulated. Sometimes 
it is necessary to “loosen” a cough. 
Other times it is necessary to “dry up” 
a cough. 
In some cases, codeine, one of the 
ingredients in drugs purchased without 
a prescription, may be the wrong drug 
for the cough. 
It is important to note that codeine, a 
narctoic, can in many states be pur­ 
chased without a prescription. Drug 
addicts quickly learn the availability of 
such cough medicines and make their 
daily rounds of purchases to supply 
their daily needs. 
A simple rule of safety is to ask a 
physician’s advice. Often he can, even 
by telephone description, decide on a 
cough medicine that, would be most 
effective. 
It must be mentioned, of course, that 
a persistent cough associated with 
other symptoms may be indicative of a 
tremendous variety 
of complex 
illnesses, the nature of which must be 
determined by the doctor.
